He 
was slignt of build and of a nervous 
temperament: He came to Washing- 
ton early in January from the warm 
climaie of Florida and from the day 
of his arrival was far frem_ well. 
Finally ne was compelled to give up 
and was taken to Providence Hospital. 
During the last “few days of his ill- 
ness he was attended by specialists 
from Johns Hopkins University, Bal- 
timore. 

Death Basy in the Senate.

Catholicg of America, these laws to be 
effective all over the world after Eas- 
ter, Rev. John Gunn, pastor of the 
Sacred Heart church, yesterday morn- 
ing, at the JI! o'clock mass, preached a 
strong and masterly sermon, giving the 
members of his congregation a clear 
conception of the conditions imposed by 
the chureh in cases of marriage be- 
tween Catholics. 

He began vy declaring that never be- 
fore had there been such necessity for 
absolute clearness ol expression, of 
thought, and of ideas, and after re- 
ferring to the various misleading state- 
ments of and inferences from the re- 
cent order of the pope concerning mar- 
riage, began an exposition of the sub- 
ject, as viewed by the law and by the 
Roman Cathoiic church, 

Proper and Necessary Restrictions. 

He demonstrated clearly that there 
was no conflict, by reason of this 
papal order, between the Roman Cath- 
Olic church and any other church, or 
any branch of the law, but that it 
concerned ‘Catholics alone, and. was 
largely intended to simplify the record- 
keeping of the church and to throw the 
proper and necessary restrictions about 
this important act. 

This sermon, Father Gunn announced, 
was the first oi: a series which he will 
preach on marriage, one eaci Sunday. 

Speaking on the new marriage dis- 
cipline which fs to be enforced in the 
Catholic church after Easter, Father 
Gunn said in part: That there never 
was a time when clearness of ideas 
was more demanded among Christians 
than now. In spite of progress along 
every line, material and intellectual, 
there seems to be more doubt. more 
uncertainty and more haziness about 
things religious and spiritual than ever 
before. Under the captious plea of lib- 
erty and individual rights, the home, 
the state and the church are being 
threatened by anarchy of the most dan- 
gerous” kind. When we see the evils 
that afflict our modern society, family 
ties loosened and family honor stained: 
paternal authority losing its force and 
treated with disrespect: filia] obedience 
constantly declining: domestic quarrels 
and discords so often darkening our 
social life; the sacred obligations of 
wife and mother cast aside in so many 
instances; shameful] crimes and horrible 
excesses, that should not even be men- 
tioned among Christians, so wel) known 
and in some places so common; the 
very laws of nature wantonly and un- 
blushingly trampled under foot—when 
we see these and many other evils, we 
naturally ask what can have given 
rise to them and whence do they 
Spring? If we make the examination 


Seriously we shall find that they arise

important problem confronting church 
and state today is the preservation of 
the home—and of alj that the word 
home means and stands for.

Father Gunn went on to state what 
the Catholic church had done for mar- 
riage in the past, and then came down 
to the recent decree of August, 1907, 
which furnishes new legislation on be- 
trothal and marriage. The decree is 
exclusively for Catholics, and the re- 
ports were false which made the decree 
pronounce all marriages other than 
Catholic marriages null and void. The 
Catholic chureh says nothing about 
unions contracted by those outside her 
own conbnunion; if they satisfy the 
civil government or the church to which 
the contracting parties conform, we 
are satisfied. Our entire legislation 
about marriage is purely a domestic 
affair for our own people and for their 
marriage and for their homes, and we 
make no marriage laws nor decrees 
nor legislation for others. 

The Catholic church teaches: (a) 
that marriage is a contract, not a civil 
contract, not a religious contract, but a 


natural contract. 
society, it antedotes the state, 
dates kingdoms and empires and 
churches. As Aristolle said, man Was 
a conjugal being before he was a polit- 
ical being, he means man married be- 
fore he voted—he had a wife before he 
cast a ballot. The first thing we are 
taught about marriage is that it ante- 
dates church and state, and the mar- 


riage bond is a postulate, not a prod- 


uct of human legislation. There may 
then be valid marriages where there 
are no laws, no governments, no chyrch, 
no state. 

(b>) The church | teaches that Christ 
took this valid natural contract and 
raised it to the dignity of a sacrament. 
Like the other sacraments Christ gave 
this one also to his ehurch to adminis- 


ter. Among Catholics every valid 


marriage contract is a sacrament. and |

The precautions taken bY the decree 
may seem to be extraordinary, but it 
is neceseary that the church guard 
against hasty and clandestine mar- 
riage, especially in these days when lax

DIVIDENDS TO COME DOWN 


The Belief That the Railroads Will 
Reduce Payments to Security 
Holders Was Also a Dis- 
turbing Factor in 
the Market,

Mew York, March 22.—The action of 


the securities market last week w@s 
affected by what had been accom- 
Dlished previously in discounting an 
improvement jn conditions by the con- 
siderable rise in prices which had oc- 
curred. The attractive profits which 
had accrued on holdings brought be- 
fore the rise set in induced much 8ell- 
ing to realize and some moderate) 
broadening of the speculafive demand 
for stocks facilitated this movement. 
The disposition to take profits was 
sufficient to make its Impression on 
prices and the action of the stock mar- 
ket was unsettled and tirregular in 
consequence. 

Added to tnis information were some 
occurrences which raised questions of 
the rate and the extent to which im- 
provement in business had gone. Ac- 
t‘'ons towarqg reduction of dividends in 
several cases contorted attention on 
that subject and the probabilities were 
canvassed with some uneasiness of how 
far the tendency might extend. The 
reduction of the central dividend from 
a 6 toa 5 per cent basis was the 
most Important action in this line, 
There was also the passing of the 
division on crucible steel preferred, 
and on Union Typewriter stock and 
the reduction of _the division on the 
Rio Mining Company, the great copper 


mining company in the European field, 
Dividends to Come Down. 


It has been considered inevitable for 
eome time past that dividends on some 
of the railroad stocks should come 
down and the prices of the stocks have 
moved to a price leve) which was sup- 
posed to mensure the expected reduc- 
tion in the return. THe sensitiveness 
of prices last week to. the news would 
indicate that some revision of esti- 
mates was in progress as to the requl- 
site change in prices called for by 
the expected changes: The question 
was affected by the reports of earnings 


of railroads coming to hand, the per- 
Sisting rate of shrinkage in both gross 
earnings and profits disclosed ang the 


obstacles which seemed to be ardered 
to adjustment of expenses to the di- 
minished earning power of the com- 
panies, 
The previous week's rise in stocks 
Was predicted to an !tmportant extent 
on the hopes aroused by reports of 
conferences in progress at Washington 
that permission of the interstate com- 
merce commission to the railroads to 
raise freight charges was planned, 
coupled with assurances that wages 
of labor might be secured in a pro- 
Portionate share in the increased re- 
turn. Confidence In the success of this 
project waned In the f!nancial district 
and fears have grown that the adjust- 
ment must proceed along the lines of 
reduction of wages, with the 4isturb- 
ing disputes likely to be tnvolved. The 
impression is created, also, that rail- 
road corporations are inclined to en- 
tertain dividend reductions as a suit- 
able policy to pursue as an 
edgeq necessity in conformity with the 
enforced retrenchment of outlay for 
services on thety lines. 

Speculative Sentiment Fldctuated. 


There were constant fluctuations of 
Speculative sentiment during the week 
towerd the efforts of making at Wash- 
ington to work out a legislative pro- 
grem for the amendment of the Sher- 
man anti trust law. These efforts are 
Supposed to seek to gelleve the re- 
striction of the law upon all agree- 
mente in restraint of trade and so as 
to rermit those that are fair and rea- 
sonable and the legalization of the boy- 
cott as a weapon of labor organiza- 
tions was suggested as an adjunct to 
the plan to secure the harmonization 
of interests in [ts support. Reports 
the varying prospects of the ob- 
facts sought iIn this movement had 
some corresponding reflections in the 
security market. 

The revival cf Investment demand for 
new capita! tssues is still awaited. The 
annovncement during the week of the 
Ml'nois Centra! financial pian, Involv- 
ing attractive subscription privileges 
to stockholders disposes of but one of 
many measures for new financing 
knowr to be impending and consid- 
ered necessary for the carrying out of 
projects which are relied upon to fur- 
nish demand for commodities. The 
plan did not.arouse an encouraging re- 
sponse in the action of the stock, how- 
ever.

IT TAKES MONEY 
FOR DIPLOMACY 


Ambassader Tower Tells of 
Expenses of Diplomatic 
Life. 


Berlin, March 22.—Charlemagne Tow- 
er, American ambassador in Berlin, 
was asked recently whether it is true 
that the government intends 
bulidings for its embassies in the capi- 
tals of Europe. Mr. Tower replied that 
he knew nothing officially as yet, al- 
though he understauds that congress is 
now considering the expediency of buy- 
ing such houses, at least in London, 
Paris and Berlin. 

In answer to a question as to the im- 
portance of euch a step, Mr. Tower 
said: 

“Yes: we need such bulldings for our 
diplomatic missions in Europe, and the 
fact that we need them very badly is 
precisely the reason why we should 
not be hasty In our decision, but should 
select with care. An embassy building 
that might have seemed suitable and 
fully sufficient twenty years ago would 
be absolutely incommensurate today be- 
cause the United States pisys a very 
@ifferent part in the world irom what 
they did twenty years ago; and they 
are*® bound to increase in importance 
and power in twenty years to oome. 

“The question of expenses ‘is, of 
course, a very serious one; for after 
you have got your house you have not 
finished; you have, in fact, just begun. 
There stil] remains to be met the sub- 
ject of the keeping up and repairs to 
your property, the lighting and heat- 
ing, the entertaining and, the expense 
of your ambassador and his family. 
This touches the question of the salary, 
which as things go, today is totally in- 
adequate in.the United States service 
because with $!7,000 a vear the ambas- 
sador is obliged to rent a house, meet 


his personal and domestic expenses, and 
entertain according to his official posi-

There are important matters pending 
before the state legislature and the 
railroad commission of Georgia in their 
interests which they are anxious to 
have adopted into laws—one before the 
legislature to compel railroads to fur- 
nish them cars for shipment during 
the rush season, and one before the 
commission along similar lines to com- 
pe] the roads to furnish the growers, 
on demand, refrigerator cars, iced, when 
wanted for shipment. 

Those fruit growers from South Geor- 
gia who have arrived in the city state 
that the cold snap which reached this 
state on (Friday and Saturday of last 
week did not hurt the fruit crop, and 
the indications are splendid for a large 
fruit crop this year. 

A number of fruit brokers from New 
York and Philadelphia will attend the 
meeting to get a line on the crop 
handlers of the summer An estimate 
of the fruit crop will doubtless be made 
at the meeting.

GREAT ATLANTA REVIVAL _ 


DR. BROUGHTON’S SUBJECT 


Complete Success Will Only Come, Says Minister, When 
Sufficient Emphasis Is Put Upon Sin to Convict 
Consciences of People. 


Text: “Lift up your eyes and look 
on the fields; for they are white al- 
ready to harvest.” 

“During the last few years there has 
been considerable talk in church cir- 
cles about a great Atlanta revival,” 
saiqg Dr. Broughton last night. “It has 
been a part of the general wave that 
has swept over the ccuntry. Not with- 
in a quarter of a century has there 
been so much talk of this kind as dur- 
ing the last four or five years, At- 
lanta has done her share of the talk. 

“It will be remembered that about 
four years ago a number of our best 
men formed themselves into what was 
called “The Business Men's Gospel Un- 
ion.’ The object of this union was to 
promote a great revival in Atlanta. 

“Their first work, after organization, 
was to bring Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman 
and a number of his associate workers 
to the city in a sort of simultaneous 
revival. It was a great success. It 
did not accomplish all that was desired 
but {t did a great deal of good in the 
Girection of bringing the churches to- 
kc ther and unifying them in the one 
great work of saving the lost. 

“A year later this same movement 
brought here Dr. R. A. Torrey and 
Charles Alexander, perhaps the most 


famous evengelists aj that time in alll 


the world. They labored with us for 
about a month. Their meeting was 
also a great success. It did not result 
in all that was expected of it, but it 
Stirred the city ina Way that it had 
never been stirred - before. 

“Since that time the talk of a great 
revival in Atlanta: has continued, and 
much praying and thinking has been 
done to bring it about. The churches 
have grown in the realization of its 
need until the burden of it has, to 
some of us, be:ome almost intolerable, 
In sume sectidus and among some of 
our churches there has been all the 
while the revival Spirit, but the city 
as a whole has not yet felt it. 

Signs of a Great Revival. 


“It seems now that we are nearer 
the consummation than ever before. 
Certainly this is true of the time since 
Il have been a resident of the city. 

“Let me call your attention to one 
of the signs of victory which I see. 
Without any special conference, the 
leading denominations of Christians in 
the city, the Baptists, Methodists and 
Presbyterians, have a]] arranged for 
great simultaneous protracteg meetings 
in their churches during the month of 
April. Many of these, of course, will 
be held at the Same time. And the 
largest number of evangelists ever 
brought to a city of this size in the 
history of the world, so far as I know, 


, that we have ever had in this 
line of work. Certainly no human hand 
has brought this about. It could not 
have come that way. God himself has 
been moving upun the hearts of our 
Preachers and churches and arranged 
this great campaign. .

sistory of the great revivals at thig 
-Oint is worth reading. It shows that 
in every case the revival has been pre- 
ceded by a mighty awakening of the 
conscience of the people both in the 
chureh ang out of it concerning sin. 

“In the great revivals under Wesley 
it was very manifest. The church 
was the first to be aroused. 

“The same was true of the revivals 
under the great Chas. G. Finney. He 
was sO mighty in showing up sin that 
hundreds of people oftentimes would 
fall from their seats and prostrate 
themselves before the God whom they 
had offended and cry for mercy while 
he preached. 

“It has been so in the recent great 
revivals throughout the world. Take 
the revival in Wales under the leader- 
ship of Evan Roberts. 

“A prominent minister, describing 
one of the Welsh meetings to me some 
time ago, said: ‘I went in and took my 
seat without making myself known, 
largely to an&lyze, if I could, the lines 
on which the great revival was pro- 
ceeding. There was’ such a feeling 
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of awe as I never felt before. Even 
before the leader came in there was 
present in the atmosphere something 
that made me at once begin to search 
my own heart, and it seemed that 
everybody else was doing the same 
thing. With bowed heads the great 
crowd sat, looking, as it were, down 
into the secret recesses of their own 
hearts. I could scarcely analyze the 
meeting for I was too busy analyzing 
myself, 

‘Finally Mr. Roberts came in. He 
did not preach, but began to exort 
the people about God in all of His 
holiness, and then he made them see 
themselves. 


“ “His words fell upon the audience 
with tremendous force, for they had 
already been examining themselves. 
Finally there was such a breakdown as 
I have never seen. Scores and scores 
of people without being urged, rose and 
said that they were done with sin; that 
they had felt its grip as they had never 
felt it before. They confessed that 
they had been slack in this respect; 
but that God had forgiven them, and 
they were now turned to face a new 
order.’ 

“This same character of sin convic- 
tion has followed the revival movement 
around the world. It is today the domi- 
nant characteristic of the great revival 
that is sweeping over India,“~Korea and 
the other parts of the world. 

“It has got to be true here. Let me 
repeat it—with all of our present glo- 
rious prospects for a great revival in 
Atlanta, we shall signally fail unless 
the dominant note shall be conviction 
of sin. We have all got to feel it. Our 
consciences have got to be gripped with 
a sense of sin, or else there is not 
going to be any crying out for the 
higher things of the Christian life on 
the part of the church, and for salva- 
tion on the part of the unsaved. 


The Preaching of the Cross, 


“Then, following this preaching for 
conviction of sin is to be the exaltation 
of the cross of Christ as the only reme- 
dy that can give relief. Mere resolu- 
tions, however good, will not suffice. 
God himself must be satisfied before 
there is to be any peace in the heart 
that is broken with a sense of sin. 
So long as this is not accomplished 
there will continue to be the agony of 
soul that depresses and paralyzes the 
best energies of life. 

“We have all seen this in one way 
or another. We have seen a soul 
brought to its sense of sin. We have 
seen it writhe under its guilt like a 
worm in the fire. Oh, how awful! There 
is no language with which to describe 
euch a feeling. Hell itself only pic- 
tures it. No wonder so many of us 
hold back and refuse to yield our- 
selves to the Spirit of Conviction. We 
do not care so much for the sin; it is 
the fires of conviction that we dread. 

“But even when they are kindled and 
the soul feels tortured we oftentimes 
resort to the wrong method for relief. 
We try to get peace by resolving to be 
done with it, but this is not enough. It 
does not bring peace, nor does it bring 
deliverance. The resolution that we 
rely upon is as frail as the body itself. 
It will succumb, and the sin will repeat 
itself unless there is in connection with 
the resolution the consciousness of a 
complete and perfect reconciliation with 
an:iangry God. 

“Never mind ° that empression—an 
angry God. I know there are those 
who do not like the term; they want to 
represent God as being all love. He 
is all love in one sense, and He is all 
anger in another. God can love the 
sinner while hating the sin, and before 
the goul convicted of sin can get per- 
fect peace and deliverance God has got 
to be reconciled; His pardon must be 
obtained. 

“There is nothing that so delights the 
great heart of God as to come quickly 
to the trembling, cpnvicted child and 
break the bonds that bind, forgive his 
sins and give him perfect peace and 
complete deliverance from that which 
has so lacerated and torn his soul. And 
this remedy is in the cross of Christ. 
Jesus Himself said, ‘Come unto me all 
ye that labor and are heavy laden, and 
I will) give you rest.’ Jesus Himself 
on the cross atoning for all sin is the 
only way to get peace. 


Ged's Auger and His Love. 


“We might preach the ethios of life 
from now until doomsday, and unless 
men and women are brought to bow 
before vhe cross of Christ and accept 
his atonement for their eins there will 
never be any peace, and there will 
never be any deliverance from the 
power of sin. Oh, men and women, you 
who have felt the awfulness of 4in, 


any sin or all sin; you who

‘This may have been but a delirious 
fancy, but it was a parabie of salvation 
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from sin. How many a soul there isi 
this night that could testify to such an 
experience. They have been brought to 
conviction to such am extent that their 
guilt seems like a mountain before 
them. They have tried to overcome it, 
but every time they have failed, and 
each failure has caused additional pain, 
until, in sheer desperation they have 
wrung their hands and cried over thelr 
failures. Some have remained at this 
point, and their lives have been wreck- 
ed and their souls damned. Others have 
determined not to give up, and in their 
determination they have geen the way 
of escape. They have gone to Jesus, and 


His blood, shed upon the cross, has 
washed away the mountain of their 
guilt and placed them in the path of 


peace and victory. 

“This is the gospel that we must have 
if we are to have a great revival, We 
have got to bring our whole people to 
eee the full force and efficacy of the 
cross of Christ; that there and there 
alone is peace and deliverance. We need 
have no fears about ethics when this is 
done. That man or woman who hag feit 
the ocdnviction ef sin and who has ob- 
tained pardon through the grace of 
Jesus Christ is not going again to find 
it easy to plunge back into sin. It Is 
the human resolution that is so easily 
broken, but when the human is touched 
by the Divine there is a strength that 
cannot be oversome. 

The Work of the Spirit. 


“But how is all this to come about? 
It cannot cOme about by machinery. 
Human organizations are good, but they 
will not be able to sway this city. 
There must be something more than the 
human side,. however perfect and com- 
plete it may be. If this condition pre- 
vail, God's Holy Spirit must be given 
perfect right of way in the heart of 
His people. It has never been simply 
by preaching and working that the 
great revival has come. On the great 
day of Pentecost, when the chureh ex- 
perienced its first revival, it was after 
the holy ghost had fallen upon the lit- 
tle band of believers and thoroughly 
posessed them. It was so throughout 
the entire New Testament, and it has 
been so until this day. 

‘‘Men, however true toe the Word of 
God they may be, cannot carry convic- 
tion of sin. They can convince of sin, 
but they cannot convict. Argument it- 
self will convict of sin, but only the 
Spirit of God can convict of sin. Jesus 
Hiimself said, ‘and He, when He, shall 
come, he shall convict the world of 
sin, of righteousness and of judgment.’ 

“Tl have seen some such work. I 
have seen revivals where the Spirit of 
God moved so upon the hearts of the 
community as that men and women

FEWER GAMES 
FOR COLLEGS 


Number of Intercollegiate 
Contests May Be 
Reduced. 


‘ 
Cambridge, Mass, March 22—Al- 
though the outcome is problematical, 
it is generally believed at Harvard 
university that the vote of the faculty, 


at a specia] meeting on Friday night, 
recommending an intercollegiate agree- 
ment to reduce the nymber of intercol- 
legiate contests will have no effect 
whatever upon any of the matches ar- 
ranged for this academic year. The 
baseball schedule for this spring has 
been completed, and includes twenty- 
seven games. 

But in the opinion of many Harvard 
men there ig a strong possibility of a 
radical change next fall in the football 
schedule. There is even a prospect, 
it is asserted, that the schedule may 
be cut to two games, and that the Har- 
vard team’s public activity in this line 
of sport may eventually be limited, 
though probably not this year, to con- 
tests with Yale and one other college 
only—probably Dartmouth. The sup- 
porters of this plam take the view that 
football should be put on a plan with 
rowing, and that the football team, like 
the boat crew, should be trained and 
developed for not.more than two or 
three contests. 

At a conference last fall the New Eng- 
land college presidents in answer to a 
request by President Elliott, voted in 
favor of eurtailing the schedules of 
intercollegiate athletic contests. Fol- 
lowing this action the Associated Press 
canvassed the faculty representatives 
on the athletics committees of the 
various New England colleges, and with 
one or two exceptions, all favored the! 
proposed plan, 

President George Harris and the ath- 
letic authorities of Amherst college, are 
in favor of the plan, President Harris 
holding that a few games are better 
for the scholarship and physical well- 
being of the students than a long sched- 
ule or the abolishment of contests al- 
together. Ambherst’s baseball schedule 
has already been cut to twenty games. 

President M. H. Buekham, of the Uni- 
vergity of Vermont, favors the plan, 
but as the baseball games have already 
been made up there will be no curtail- 
ment this spring. at least. 

Dartmouth, which has for the past 
few years trimmed her athletic sched- 
ules, will probably not be affected by 
any further curtailment, acting Presi- 
dent John K. Lord believing that the 
present proportion of athietics is a nec- 
essary form of amusement to the col- 
lege. 

br. Frank H. Whittier, physical di- 
rector at Bowdoin college, believes that 
Bowdoin's present sporting schedules 
are satisfactory.
